NON-UNION WORKMEN ASSAULTED. 


The lockout of building trades mechanics, 
gcheduled for this morning, began last night, 
when a number of bosses paid off their men 
and told them their services were no longer 


needed. It is estimated that over 5,000 men 


were turned adrift at the close of their day’s 
work. Today the bosses claim they will lock 
out 20,000 more. The employers who took 
the initiative, with the number of men laid 
off, were:  .

Some Lockouts Are Unique. 

Among the discharged men were gasfitters, 
marblecutters, tilesetters, roofers, ironwork- 
ers, and cornice-builders. The lockouts which 
had thrown them out of work were generally 
small ones. They took place in ,all 
parts of the city. Several were 
unique, On one building on Dearborn 
street, near Van Buren, owned by a woman, 
the lockout was peculiar, The woman being 
anxious to have the work done promptly paid 
off and discharged all the workmen, union 
and non-union, and an hour later called at 
Building Trades Council headquarters and 
filled their places with union men. She said: 
“I wish you would label these men now. Set 
your own price on them, but don’t break in 
on my sleep withSany more strikes or lock- 
outa.”’ 

A Mrs. Schwartz on Armitage avenue, who 
is building six flats, when the contractor 
locked out the men, discharged the contract- 
or,drove to Building Trades Council head- 
quarters, and asked the council to accept the 
contract. It agreed.to do so, and, acting on 
the suggestiéns held out, will organize a co- 


operative body for the purpose of doing dur- 


ing this lockout all kinds of building work. 
J.J. Ryan, President of the Building Trades 
Council, who will be the leader of the men in 
fight, said: We will work the co- 
ve act and will do all the work 
can get. We have in our rdnks the best 
in the city. We will accept all the 


25 contracts we can secure. We are unable yet 


to tell the extent of the lockout. Many of the 
boys are now in from the smaller shops. 
From.the reports we have received I do not 
believe the bosses will be able to lock out 


more than one-third of the union men of the 


city. If that estimate be correct the lockout 
is a failure.“ 


Thinks It Is a Failure. 


Ed Hughes, Chairman of the ‘Board of 
Walking Delegates, said: “ We estimate that 
the Building League. will be able to swing but 
one-third of the bosses. If that be true the 
lockout isa failure. In my trade, that of 
Gravel roofing, the largest bosses will 
stay with the unlon men.

LEADERS OF LOCKOUT CONFIDENT, 


Edward Baggot Thinks the Central Build- 
ing League Will Win. 

It is either a lockout ora revolution,” said 
Edward Buggot. a leader in the Central Build- 
ing League, yesterday, “It is only a ques- 
tion of which is best for the pedple,”’ 

Mr. Baggot was certain this was the best 
and the only practicable time to make a fight 
against the walking delegate. He was certain 
the bosses were practically unanimous and 
determined to fight to the bitter end, and that 
while there might be a few who would kick 
over the traces they would follow the action 
of the majority. 

On the other hand, George A. Fuller, the 
President of the Centtal Building League, 
would not commit himself in any way on the 
subject of the lockout. He declared he knew 
nothing about anybody’s business but his 
own, and as for him, he would not lock out 
anyone, but he was going to stop all work 
this morning because, owing to a strike of 
plumbers and painters, he cold not longer 
work to avantage. 

A meeting of the Central Building League 
was held at headquarters, No.. 116 Monroe 
street, yesterday morning, which lasted from 
10 o’clock until after 12. No new plans were 
laid; the details of the lockout as already 
published were gone over carefully. and the 
situation was discussed from every standpoint. 
The result wasto confirm the league in its 
intention to go ahead with the lockout. It 
was decided there was nothing to fear from 
prosecution under the conspiracy law. The 
«slogan of the league is to be: Down with 
the sympathetic strike.“ 

Edward Baggot was confident as to the out- 
come of the lockout when seen last evening. 
„We hada meeting of the Central Buildmg 
League this morning,” he said, but we 
added nothing to our plans. We simply 
talked the matter over. Everyone, that is 
nearly everyone, concurred in the determina- 
tion to begin a lockout tomorrow morning. I 
do not look for so big a lockout tomorrow 
morning as there will be next day and the 
day after. This thing will grow by degrees. 
Ishould say there would be, at a rough esti- 
mate, 25,000 men locked out tomorrow.

„We are going to stop work because the 
plumbers and painters are out on strike, and 
we can no longer work to advantage. Others 
must answer for themselves. I know nothing 
about anyone else’s business but my own. 
Over 700 men will be out of employment 
through our stopping tomorrow, including 
plasterers, masons, carpenters, and laborers. 
That conspiracy law does not worry us any.“ 


NON-UNION WORKMEN ASSAULTED. 


They Go to Work on the Stock Exchange 
Building but Are Foreed Out, 

While Judgé McConnell and half a dozen 
lawyers were trying to straighten out the 
labor complications at the Stock Exchange 
Building yesterday the union workmen em- 
ployed there were trymg in another way to 
settle the matter. The method chosen by the 
union men consisted in the forcible ejection 
of the non-union painters employed by Nes- 


bett & Co. Yesterday morning Nesbett got 


together fifty non-union painters, furnished 
them all new, white overalls, marched them 
into the Stock Exchange Building, and put 
them at work. They worked until noon. By 
that time some of the union painters’ pickets 
had got into the building and told the union 
men in the various trades, 400 in all, that 
non-union painters were at work and that 
they could easily be distinguished because 
they were clad in white overalls. Then the 
union workmen started a systematic raid 
on the non-union men. Their victims were 
conspicuous in their white overalls and there 
was no escape, Whenever one was found 
he was set upon and beaten and kicked merci- 
lessly. They were quickly driven out of the 
building with their new overclothes torn and 
soiled. In the afternoon Nesbett ee e 
in getting together a dozen more non-union 
8 these shared the fate of their 
predecessors. Indeed, they received even 
worse treatment, for they were followed on 
the streets and beaten, kicked, and cuffed. 

After listenmg to arguments two days 
Judge McConnell dissolved the injunction 
obtained by the Nesbett company, subcon- 
tractors for painting the building, and dis- 
missed the suit, The court staid the order 
until noon today, however, so as to give the 
attorneys for complainant an opportunity to 
take an appeal. At the opening of court At- 
torney Frank Weigley presented an affidavit 
on behalf of the Nesbett company telling of 
the assaults on non-union men. President 
Galviirof the council said the action of the 
men was without authority. Judge McCon- 
nell suggested that he go over to the building 
and instruct the union men not to interfere 
with. the complainant’s workmen. 

At the close of the arguments Judge Mc- 
Connell announced that he would dissolve the 
injunction and dismiss the bill of complain- 


ant for want of equity. From the statements 


made he is of the opinion that the Nesbett

That firm 
has some sort of a patent, whose naturv it 
keeps to itself, which it believes to be 
the most effective for cable work that has yet 
been discovered.

At all events we are laying the cabie, 
and hope to have it in working order 
sonie time between July 1 and-15. It will 
take that time because the laying cannot be 
done in one trip of the steamer, the core of 
the cable being so heavy. The Faraday at 
first will let 400 miles of the cable go over- 
board at Waterville, Ireiand, and then come 
near to Fox Bay, Canso, Nova Scotia. From 
that point it will drop 100 miles, which 
will reach, say, longitude 50°, and then re- 
turn for the main part. Of course the 
location of the ends that it will have laid 
will be indicated by buoys. The splicing will 
follow and the cable will be complete. This 
will be the company’s third cable and will 
give us between 9,000 and 10,000 miles of 
service, I would like to say that the copper 
which will be used is practically what is 
known as pure copper, and I am glad the 
Roeblings secured sucha large part of the 
vontract for supplying it.“

tem Dr. Laughlin said: The plan adopted 
by the Dominican Government gives it the 
weight and fineness of that of the United 
States dollar. According to the new system 
th. silver dollar will contain 380 grains of 
pure silver and will be the coin generally 
used. Fractional coins, such as halves, quar- 
ters, and tens, will be proportional in weight 
to the dollar piece, thus treating the dollar 
piece as well as the smaller coins alias sub- 
sidiary currency, as they should be, Although 
the silver dollar will contain 380 grains of 
pure silver. which is eight and three-quarters 
grains more than the American silver dollar, 
it is maintained at par with gold by two 
methods of redemp‘ion. This is the important 
feature of the whole system and one which 
makes their silver currency much superior to 


ours, 
Redeeming Silver with Gold, 


In the United States there is only a quasi 
redemption through our custom-houses. In 
the Dominican system not only are the silver 
coins receivable at par with gold at the cus- 
toms-houses, but provision is made for three 
agencies in the island: One at St. Domingo 
City, one at Santiago, and one at Puerto 
Plata. At these three agences silver pieces of 
all denominations will be redeemed in gold 
in any amounts exceeding $5. Therefore, al- 
though the silver dollar would not be worth 
50 cents in gold, itis maintained at par with 
gold by a system of redemption just as any 
fiduciary paper would be maintained by 
redemption. The consequence is that the 
seigniorage of about 50 per cent will furnish 
a protit to the government and yet this can be 
obtained only by maintaining the redemption 
in gold. 

„The present currency consists solely of 
Mexican silver dollars, and fractional curren- 
cy is exceedingly scarce. Of course the per- 
sistence of monetary. habits was a considera: 
tion with which we were obliged to reckon. 
The people are accustomed to use Mexican 
dollars, but these have steadily fallen in value 
with the fall in the value of silver until they 
were worth (while I was there) only 48 cents. 
This decline in the value of silver was the 
cause of great financial disturbance, bank- 
ruptcy, and general dissatisfaction; conse- 
quently the public, as a whole, was ready to 
welcome any change which would insure sta- 
bility to the currency. In order that me cur- 
rent Mexican dollar should no longer disturb 
the new system after it went into operation it 
is provided in the law that the Mexican dol- 
lars shall be receivable at customs for only 
five cents less than their market value. This 
will result in their passing out of the country 
and leaving place for the free operation of the 
new system. 

a Interesting as an Experiment. 

It is expected by the government that the 
gold system will go into operation June 1. 
In that event the Dominican Republic will 
have the honor of being the first Spanish- 
American country in the Western Hemisphere 
to adopt a system of currency equal to that of 
the leading civilized nations of Europe and 
America. 

While the Dominican system permits of 
the circulation of both gold and silver, the 
basis is not a bimetallic one. Gold 1s the 
single standard of value. The silver dollar 
will be of the same diameter as the Ameri- 
can dollar, but will be slightly thicker.

MORE UNION PACIFIC MEN IN COURT. 


Decision Reserved in Their Petition for a 
Restoration of Salaries. 


Omana, Neb., April 11.—The hearing of the 
petition of the American Railway Union for 
the restoration of salaries of its members on 
the Onion Pacific road was concluded today 
in the United States Distriet Court before 
Judge Dundy. He took the case under advise- 
ment and announced he would render his 
decision Friday. Considerable testimony was 
heard on both sides of the case, but finally a 
petition was presented to the court from the 
receivers asking that the wages be restored 
in all cases where! an undeserved cut had 
been made, thus preventing a discrimination 


After this petition had been read the attorneys 
for the men asked that the court ordera 
restoration of salaries from Sept. 1, the date 
when the cut went intoeffect. In announcing 
the reservation of his decision Judge Dundy 
said he proposed to cover the case fully, as he 
felt Judge Caldweil had not treated him fairly 
in excluding bim from the hearing the wage 
schedule cases, thus preventing him from 
stating his reasons for granting the original 
orders in the matter. He proposed, he said, 
to see justice done all empioyés, wnether they 
belonged to a union or not. 


Trainmen to Resist a Cut. 

Huxrarox, Ind., April 11.~If the Wabash 
railroad company insists upon enforeing the cut 
of 10 per cent in the wages of trainmen it will 
probably find itself in the courts. The trainmen 
at Andrews, a division of the road. claim that 
when the company accepted that road from the 
receivers it also accepted the present scale of 
wages, which was in effect at that time. They 
say the company has no legal right to reduce that 
scale now, they will ut it in the courts if 
the cut is insisted upon. 


WORKMEN BURNED BY MOLTEN METAL. 


Ten Thousand Pounds of White Hot Steel 
Poured on Nine Men. 


Pomszroy, O., April 11.—(Special.|—A 
hydraulic plunger on a converter at the Mid- 
dleport steel plant, owned and operated by 
the King. Gilbert & Warner company of Co- 
lumbus, suddenly gave way today, letting 
drop the large crane, bearing a ladle filled 
with 10,000 pounds of white hot molten 
steel, which was suddenly precipitated into 
the deep pit, among the nine workman, a dis- 
tunce of fifteen feet.

‘shrieks of the burned men, coupled with the 
hissing steam produced by the molten steel 
coming in contact with the shallow water at 
the bottom of the pit created a condition 
among the 800 panic-stricken workmen that 
almost curdied the blood of the oldest and 
bravest. As soon as the blinding steam par- 
tially cleared away the shrieking unfortunates 
were dragged from the pit and medical aid 
summon It is given out this evening by 
the physicians that at least five or six of the 
unfortunate nine have received injuries from 
which they will die. 

Some of the employés of the mill say the 
operators are at fault for the accident, alleg- 
ing that the latter knew the hydraulic ma- 
chinery was in an unsafe condition. 
statements, however, cannot be confirmed 
and are probably the oufgrowth of the fact 
that a suit for damages against the operators 
will come up for trial tomorrow.

ILLINOIS REPUBLIOANS HARD AT 
WORK T0 REOLAIM THE STATE. 


Chicago’s Great Love-Feast Pronounced a 
Rousing Success by Party Leaders = 
Strong Sentiment Against the Cullom 
Idea a Convention Nomination for 
the Senate — Legislative Caucus the 
Proper Placé=Mason Is Ready to Fight 
the Present Incumbent’s Henchmen, — 


Most of the ‘Republican leaders from the 
outlying portions of the State returned to 
their homes yesterday well pleased with the 
result of the conference of the previous day, 
and feeling well satisfied with the prospects... 
For the most part they are confident of suc- 
cess iu the campaign this fall, but, at 
the same time, they recognize 
mecessity for hard work to make 
their victory certain and complete. The date 
of the. convention is satisfactory, but there 
was some doubt as to the wisdom of the 
apportionment of delegates. There is no 
ball in Springfield which can hold 1,235 dele- 
gates, and the residents of the capital are not 
likely to go to the expense of constructing a 
wigwam. The House of Representatives 
never bas been able to seat comfortably more 
than 500 delegates, and to attempt to pack 
1.235 delegates and twice as many Visiting 
statesmen into it, it is claimed, is not wise. 


And then the question arises: 
“Where are the delegates to be accom- 


modated the night before the convention and 
the night after? 

The refusai.of the State Committee to 
listen to the suggestions of some of the wire- 
pullers who wished to make a recommenda- 
tion to nominate a Senator generally is ap- 
proved, especially among the representative 
men from the northern and Republican end 
of the State. They say if the Senatorial 
question is left open there will be half a 
dozen candidates working to win for the Repub- 
licans in the legislative districts, If a nomi- 
nation for Senator should be made that might 
have the effect of subduing the enthusiasm of 
the unsuccessful candidates and scores of the 
best workers of the party. It is not likely 
now that a Senatorial nqmination will be 
made. 

Advantageous in Any Event. : 

The general opinion is that the Supreme 
Court will set aside the Senatorial gerry- 
mander, but, if it does not, there will be some 
advantage growing out of the postponement 
of the Senatorial District convention. Some 
of these have been rushed in the’ interest of 
pet candidates and to the manifest disadvan- 
tage of the party. Better nominations will 
result, itis believed, from deferring them. 
At least the blunder of nominating but one 
candidate for the House where two can be 
elected by hard work will be avoided, The 
State committee has taken that matter in 


hand already. 

Senator Cullom left the city last evening 
well satisfied, he said, with his own prospects 
and confident for the party. He probably 
was not prepared for the strong opposition to 
his renomination which has developed 
in Cook County. He declined to 
discuss that question. There was a 
disposition to deprecate the caution and the 
warning of ex-Judge Collins on the part of 
the hot heads, but the general impression was 
that the Cook County leader was quite right 
and that his words were timely and necessary. 

Ex-Gov. Fifer had many consultations with 
his friends during the day. He intends to 
take an active part in the campaign this fall 
and he says he has no doubt as to tne result. 

The general impression is that Henry Wulff 
will be the nominee for State Treasurer if he 
gets the hearty and unanimous backing of the 
big Cook County delegation. The refusal of 
Henry Raab to allow the use of his name as 
a candidate for the State Treasurership on the 
Democratic side was taken as an indication 
that the Democrats are losing hope. 

Clark Differs from Collins, 


Chairman Clark of the State committee 
took oceasion yesterday to ex i dissent 
from the opinion of ex-J udge Collins that the 
Republicans could not secure a majority of 
the General Assembly this fall under the new 
apportionment. He said: 

Ot course, while we hope to knock out 
this iniquitous enactment, and while we shall 
do all that is possible to insure its being de- 
clared illegal by the courts, we do not wish to 
be considered us thereby acknowledging that 
in no other way can we hope for victory at 
the fall election. The tide of public opinion 
is with us, the people, and the votes will sup- 
port us, and I look for success at the polls, 
anyway.” 

Secretary Jamieson and other members of 
the com mittee expressed similar opinions. 

The sentiment of the Republicans of IIIi. 
nois is decidedly in opposition to the policy 
of nominating a candidate for the United 
States Senate in State convention,“ said 
Gen. James F. Martin of Salem. Gen. Mar- 
tin is one of the stanchest, tried, and true Re- 
publicans in the country. For many years he 
was a member of the State Central commit- 
tee and for a long time was its Chairman. 
He knows the people of the State, and he 
knows his party, too, Therefore his utter- 
ances on questions ‘like the one at issue are 
entitled to t weight. Continuing Gen. 
Martin said: “ I talked with any number of 

eople at Tuesday's meeting. They came 

rom ali over Illinois, and nearly everybody 
with whom I conversed is decidedly in oppo- 
sition to a nomination. The reasuns that can 
be given are many. In the first place the 

rocedure would be contrary to custom. The 
Republicans of Ulinois invariably have 
chosen their candidates for Senator 
in caucus. The caucuses were composed 
of ‘the Republican members of the 
Legislature. The nomination by State con- 
vention would institute an innovation and be 
a departure from time-honored precedent, I 
found few men who favored this cause, If 
the State Central committee had thought well 
of it, a clause would have been inserted in the 
eall for the convention, empowering the coun- 
ties in their conventions to take action as re- 
spects the Senatorship. The matter was not 
brought up in the meeting of the State Cen- 
tral committee, nor was it the subject of oven 
discussion, lam quite positive when I say 
the State Central committee is opposed to it. 
The fact that no action wastaken thereon is 
proof positive that tne committee does not 
sanction it. Of course it is barely possible 
the State convention through the impulse of 
the moment may make a nominafion, but I 
do not think it will be done. To my mind it 
is unwise and I ain opposed to it.“ 

George W. Prince of Knox County took 
about the same view of the matter as did Gen. 
Martin, only he advanced another idea. Mr. 
Prince said: The Republicans of Knox 
County ure outspoken in their opposition to 
the nomination of a candidate for the Senate 
in State convention. They seem to think a 
legal question is involved, A county conven- 
tion represents the will ef the Republicans of 
that county. A State convention can voice 
the sentiments of the party that sent the 
delegates there. It is in the province of the 
members of the Legislature, and in their 
power alone, to elect a Senate. It foilows, in 
the course of reason, that the members should 
select a candidate. As I said before, Knox 
County is against the nomination in State 
convention.” |

TWO CONVENTIONS IN COOK OR ONE? 


Arguments by Leading County Repub- 
licans for Each of the Plaus. 

„ Will there be two Republican County con- 
ventions for Cook this year or but one!“ 

This is the question that the Republican 
politicians at the City-Hall and at the County 
Building discussed with animation yesterday. 
The Republican State convention will meet in 
Springfield July 25. The Cook County con- 
vention, to select delegates to that conven- 
tion, of course, must be held previous to that 
time. But how long previous? That de- 
pends. If the county convention, which is to 
select delegates to the State convention, is to 
nominate candidates for county offices, then 
it will be held about July 20. It that 
county convention is only to select 
delegates to the State convention then it 
probably will be held som time next month. 
That would necessitate a second convention 
to nominate county candidates some time in 
August or Septem ber. 

Opinion seems to be pretty evenly divided 
as to the desirableness of the two-cofivention 
plan. Sheriff Gilbert, Chairman of the Re- 
8383 Executive committee; Secretary 
Jan’ Cleave, Ald. Madden, Chairman of the 
Republican City committee; Dr. Jamieson, 
George S. Willits, and James Pease of Lake 
View are opposed to the double-convention 
plan. Ex-Judge Collins, Henry Esdohr, Chris 
Mamer, Aid. Conway, and Ald. Campboil 
favor the pian. 


Gilbert Favors One Convention. 


Mr. Gilbert said: “The State convention 
will be held late. The county convention to 
select delegates will be held about July 20. 
Why is it not proper to nominate county offi- 
cers at that time? There does not seem to be 
much sense in dividing the work and call 
another eonvention for this purpose a mon 
or six weeks later, The Republicans al- 
ways have won by calling an early conven- 
tion. Only candidates who can stand scrutiny 
will submit their names to an early convention. 
If we should blunder into rominating a weak 
man we would beable to discover his weak- 
ness in time to retire him and to nominate a 
more desirable candidate. The people will be 
annoyed enough by conventions next fall 
without holding two county conventions. 
We wiil have fifteen Senatorial conventions 
and seven Congressional conventions 
within the limits of the county: The vo- 
ters will have to go tothe Senatorial and Con- 
gressional primaries. Why compel them to go 
to two sets of county primaries when one will 
do? I think it is desirable for organization 
purposes also that we shail name our candi- 
dates early. We nominate a Treasurer. 
Sheriff, County, Clerk, Probate Clerk, 
County Judge, Criminal Court Clerk, 
Probate Judge, County Superintendent 
of Schools, and fifteen County Commissioners 
this fall. That is a force of twenty-three men 
who will have an interest in assisting in the 
organization of the party and who, therefore, 
will be zealous and earnest in the matter. We 
need organization. The Democrats. control 
the election machinery. They control the po- 
lice force. We will * no summer vaca- 
tion,’ as ex-Judge Collins says, to beat them. 
We are to have a new registration neat Octo- 
ber. Weshould be prepared for that. The 
best preparation we can make is to put our 
tieket early in the field. I am for one conven- 
tion about July 20.“ 


Ald, Campbell Argues for Them. 


* Ald, Campbell made the argument on the 
other side, He said: 

It we hold one convention to select 366 
delegates and twenty-three county officers 
what 7 will there be for delibera- 
tion? e could not get through in a day, and 
it we adjourn over night there will be so 
much dickering and trading and 80 
many chances for disagreement I fear we 
will not be able to present a harmonious 
front to the enemy. Then I think it would 
be positively cruel to the candidates to 
submit them to a raking fire of the opposition 
newspapers for a l of sixteen weeks or 
thereabouts.

WRECKED IN A GALE. 


TWO VESSELS GO DOWN OFF THE 
_ JERSEY OOAST. 


Both Their Crews Lost, All Efforts to Ex- 
tend Aid Being Futile- Heavy Storm 
Sweeps the Atlantic Coast — Several 
Badly Injured in an Accident to the 
Steamer Puritan «= Ocean Tug Sunk 
Two Craft Lost in Hurricanes on the 
Lakes. 


New Tonk. April 11.— [Special. I—In a 
swirl of sleet, snow, and rain, driven by a 
chilling northeast wind at the speed of the 
average railroad train, the wet and bedraggled 
residents of this city and vicinity found them- 
selves face to face with a cyclone today. No 
fatalities were reported in this city or the 
neighboring cities, but two vessels were blown 
onto the New Jersey coast, and of tneir crews 
it is feared none is left to tell the sad story. 

Aided by the strong tide the wind caused a 
serious accident on the steamship Puritan of 
the Fall River line. The starboard hawser 
was snapped as if it were a thread and with 
lightning like rapidity part of it went sweep- 
ing over the deck. As it recoiled it struck five 
of the crew, who were so seriously injured 
that it was necessary to remove them to 
Chain bers Street Hospital. 

The injured men are:

Pitched against the edge ot its pier at Mar- 

tin’s stores, Brooklyn, the ocean tug Under- 

writer went to the bottom. It had aboard 

Capt. Clifford and a crew of fourteen men, all 

of whom were rescued just a few moments 

before the vessel was engulfed. The Under- 
writer is the property of the Boston Towing 
company and valued at $50,000, It was one 
of the most powerful tugs on the ocean. 

Two Vescels Wrecked. 

One of the most tragic events of the day 
was the wrecking of two vessels on the Jersey 
coast, below this city. As J. W. Green of the 
local life saving crew, which is at Station No. 9 
at Manasquan, N. J., was patrolling the beach 
at 4 o’clock this morning he saw what he at 
first took to be a great ship or ocean steamer 
coming head on toward the beach lashed by 
those angry breakers. But little time was 
lest in getting the life saving apparatus at 
work, but the rapid havoc made by 
the waves was almost incredible, 
The wid, rain, and surf made rescue difficult 
work, but the men are sure that several lines 
fell over the vessel in such a way that had any 
of the crew been alive they would have at- 
tempted to reach the shore. The vessel 
scemed to literally go to pieces, and when 
members of Life Saving Station No. 8 
came to the spot to heip their associates 
they found that there was nothing todo. The 
Albert W. Smith had gone down to all ap- 
pearances with all on board within a few 
minutes after it had been driven toward that 
terrible line of surf and struck the bar. The 
lost schooner carried a crew of from six to 
eleven men, including the Captain. 

At Highland Beach eight menlost their lives 
this morning within hailing distance of duz- 
ens of their fellow creatures, who were un- 
able to help them, when the three-masted 
echooner Kate Markee of Fall River, Mass., 
bound from Cape Annto Philadelphia, went 
ashore on the bar one nile and a half above 
the village. Within one hour after it struck 
nothing was left of it but pieces of 
wreckage... The bodies of the men, whose 
identity is unknown, were probably carried 
out to sea, The life line guns were trained 
upon the vessel, but it lay beyond their range. 
The life guards shot one line across 
the foaming decks midway between main 
and mizzen masts, and then another. 

The menin the rigging dared not descend 
to grasp them. The lines must be thruwn 
higher in order to save and the line guns 
were unéqual to the task. Then a great 
wave swept the Markee’s stern away and 
a group of men went with it. A big sea 
lifted it and dashed its shivering hull upon 
the sand. The vessel, of which a large 
part had been already torn away by the waves, 
split in two, the mizzen mast fell into the sea, 
and the men on the floatmg wreckage near 
the starboard bow were swept out of sight. 
None of the crew was seen after this. Noth- 
ing beyond an indiscriminate lot of wreckage 
and a piece of the bow, about twenty feet in 
length, was left of the Kate Markee twenty 
minutes after it broke in two. 


Damage on the Jersey Coast. 


The coast had not known so severe a storm 
for eighteen years. The wind, which blew at 
a rate from fifty to séventy miles an hour, 
caused extraordinarily high seas, which made 
serious inroads along the Jersey coast 
from Point Pleasant to the Highlands 
of Navesink. At Long Branch the new 
bulkhead near the merry-go-round was se- 
riously damaged, big ravines were cut in the 
bluff north of the old iron pier, while the new 
iron pier suffered considerabiy. Two miles of 
Five-Mile Beach branch road at Cape May, 
N. J., were washed out by the sea this after- 
non, cutting off shore communications, At 
Atlantic City, N. J., the waves dashed over 
the broad walk on the beach and over the In- 
let pavilion and street car tracks at the inlet. 
The storm caused the water on the Newark 
meadows, between Newark and Elizabeth, N. 
J., to rise to such a height this afternoon that 
no trains could be run between those cities on 
the Central railroad. The water was as high 
as the center of the car wheels at 3 o’clock, 
and the tracks were reported washed out fora 
considerable distance on the meadows. 

In this city telegraph and telephone wires 
weighted with snow and sleet gave way, and 
New York was practicaily cut off for a time 
from all communication with the outside 
world. The gale hada telling influence on 
the tide. The water crept up about the 
Battery to a height seldom reached. It 
was almost on a level with the top 
of the sea wall and two feet higher than what 
is ordinarily termed high tide. None of the 
transatlantic steamers ventured out in the 
storm until in the afternoon, when the 
Britannia and the Waesiand steamed away. 
It was said at Quarantine tonight that several 
pilots who went out on these steamers. were 
carried out to sea. 

In the annexed district the storm played 
havoc. Frederick Ross is erecting a four- 
story brick, buildmg at One Hundred and 
Seventy-seventh street and Third avenue and 
last week the roof was set. While the storm 
was at its he ght this morning the wind blew 
away part of the roof. In Brookiyn trees 
were uprooted, signs blown down, telephone. 
and telegraph wifes broken, and poles 
sinashed, while the roofs on many buildings 
were torn off and sent crashing into tne 
streets. P 

At Coney Island, between 9 a. m. and 3 p. m., 
the tide was unusually high. All the Graves- 
end meadows were submerged. East of the 
Oriental and between that place and the life- 
saving station on Point Breeze the waves 
washed across the narrow strip of sand up to 
within a few feet of Sheepshead Bay. Brighton 
Beach suffered greatly from the water. Many 

ears ago there was a channgl between 
Brighton Beach and Manhattan ch which 
connected the ocean with Sheepshead Bay. 
At noon the waves washed completely through 
the bay, and it is expected that another high 
tide will make the channel permanent. 

A large section of the elevated railway 
structure fell and floated away seaward. A 
freight car which stood on a spur near the. 
music amphitheater toppled over when the 
lawn caved in and was buried in the sand, 
From Brighton Beach to the new iron pier at 
West Brighton the waves had a ciean sweep, 
and they took every advartage of it. In front 
of the Ocean House asmalil pavilion was 
washed out to sea. The late tide was higher 
than that of the morring and was accompa- 
nied by a heavy ground swell. The heavy 
wind played havoc on Jersey City Heights. 

In the lower part of the city the unusually 
high tide added to the general discomfort, 
The water rose until the east end of Pavunia 
avenue was zubmerged in places to the depth 
of four feet. The trolley service had to - be 
abandoned east of Provost street, until the 
waters subsided. 

The storm has been general over New York 
State. From Buffalo to the Hudso heavy 
snow has fallen. From P Ivania also re-

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LOST WITH TWO OF ITS CREW. 


The Island City Gees Down Near Milwau- 
kee Wreck on Lake Erle, 

Mriwavxar, Wis., April 11.—[{Special.]— 

Capt. William R: Wood, the y survivor 


of the schooner Island . ag yer gp this city 


this afternoon and told of loss of his ves- 
sel. The other two men, who comprised the 
crew of the lost boat, were undoubtedly 
drowned when the boat went down. Capt. 
Wood was so nearly dead from exposure in a 
small yawl that he barely managed to crawl 


to a farmhouse near the shore, and then be 


came unconscious again. 

The victims of the disaster. are William 
Marsch of St. Joseph, Mich,, and Joseph 
Rouse of Baroda, Mich. Marsch was 21 years 
of age and Rouse was 18, Both men were un- 
maraied. 

The lsland wus a schooner of fifty-one tons 
burden and left Ludington, Mich., Sunday 
mornmg with a load of green elm and beech 
lumber, bound for this port, The wind was 
light from the east and a quick trip seemed 
sure. An hour later, however, it changed to 
the northwest, from which point it veered to 
northeast, and held there until 7:30 o’clock 
in the evening, when it came again from the 
east and soon was blowing a gale. ‘ 

„Although the vessel had been leaking 
enough to give the crew frequent turns at the 
pumps,“ Capt. Wood said, I had no fears 
for our safety. About 10:30 o’clock in the 
evening the men told me to my horror that 
the leak was larger and the water rushing in be- 
yond control. The vessel was then half full of 
I ordered every stitch of canvas set 


my boat before it sunk. In half an hour it 
was completely full of water and broached 
to, going over on the beam ends. I spran 
to the yawi boat. which hung at the stern, 
with one of my men attempted to clear the 
lifeboat. The port fall was let go all right, 
but before the starboard dail could be cast off 
a huge sea swept over the boat. I felt myself 
lifted from the deck and swept overboard. 
When I came up I was near the yawl, which 
had been cast off by another wave, 
clambered into it. A pail floated within my 
reach and I was soon at work baili 
for dear life, as the yaw! was full of water. 
looked up in time to see the spars of the 
Island City carried away, and the dismantled 
hulk righted and rode on an even keel 
again. e crew were on the deck and made 
frantic appeals for me to take them off. I 
had no oars in the boat and was compelled to 
let the wind and sea drive me out of their 
sight without being able to lift a hand to save 
them. 

Capt. Wood was swept ashore and picked 
up by farmers. The Isiand City was owned 
by Capt. Wood and Capt. H. M. Ludwig of 
the echooner Annie and Laura. She was an 
old boat, having n built in 1859 at St. 
Clair, and was nt given valuation or rating 
in Inland Lioyds vessel register, 

Sanpusky, O., April 11.—[Special.]—The 
propeller Dan Kunz of this port while en 
route here from Marblehead with a cargo of 
stone went hard aground, sprung a leak, and 
sank tonight. The crew was rescued by 
Marbiehead life-savers. A heavy sea is 
breaking over the boat and carrying away 
its upper works. If the storm continues dur- 
ing the night it will go to pieces. 


GALE STRIKES NEW ENGLAND,

STURGES PROSECUTION RESTS ITS CASE. 


Defense Introduces Depositions of English 
Financiers=What Promoters Receive. 
William Sturges’ abilities as a promoter 

were praised yesterday in his suit against Mr. 

Farwell before Judge Tuley by John A, 

Kruse of Texas. He testified that during 

1882 and 1883 he was associated in business 

with Mr. Sturges. When asked by Mr. Mun- 

roe as to the ability of Mr. Sturges the witnegg 
said : 

We were in the business of promoting 
enterprises. Mr. Sturges, when he believed 
in a scheme, was the best man I ever saw to 
make a convincing argument in its behalf. 
He was untiring in his efforts for any plan in 
which he was interested. 

After a lang argument the witness was al- 
lowed to tell the substance of a letter, since 
lost, which was written, it is said, by John V. 
Farwell to Mr. Sturges in December, 1889. 
This letter, the witness said, released Mr. 
Sturges from placing the remaining bonds. 
Mr. Kruse testified t soon after last Christ- 
mas he noticed Mr. Sturges was losing his 
memory. During eross-examination he ad- 
mitted having promoted some schemes that 
were failures and, in fact, failed to name any 
business enterprise in which he had been in- 
terested with Mr. Sturges that had been a 
success. He was a good witness and made his 
statements with great frankness. — 

Attorney McCarthy read extracts from cir. 
culars sent out by the land syndicate. The 
last of these was dated July 19, 1892. The 
object of reading this was to show the high 
estimate placed on the assets of the syndicate 
by John V. Farwell. Attorney McCarthy, 
when assured by Judge Tuley that he might 
have permission to bring in certain proofs 
later, rested his case. Mrs. Sturges was pres- 
ent as usual and assisted her attorneys from 
time to time by her complete knowledge of 
the case. A half hour was occupied with in- 
troducing documentary evidence, 

The reading of depositions taken in England 
over a year ago was proceeded with by Attor- 
ney High as the beginning of the defense, At. 
torney McCarthy commented upon this testi- 
one as it was read, breaking in occasionally 
to ask how some of the depositions were ob. 
tained. depositions were those of promi- 
nent English financiers and presented ex 
testimony as to the nature and value of Mr. 
Sturges’ services. The general opinion of the 
expert was that half of the profits were a rea. 
sonable amount for the promoter ef such a 
scheme as the one in question. This was the

Attorney-General’s Opinion, 

The Attorney-General’s opinion in full is as 
follows:

Receiving Telier Robinson, who had worked 
his way up from messenger boy in the bank, 
occupied the witness stand all day. His evi- 
dence tended to explain much of the irregu- 
lar methods employed by Banker Haughey. 
He claimed to be familiar with all that was 
oing on between the Coffins and President 
Ra hey. He said the Coffins got in all 
$367,722 fromthe bank. They bought the 
Wooten Desk company of Richmond, Ind., for

paid. They then cashed drafts at the bank to 
the extent of $45,000 on the Wooten Desk 
company.

FAITH WITHOUT WORKS IS DEAD. 

Many excellent speeches were made at the 
Republican yathering in this city day before 
yesterday. They breathed that spirit of con- 
fidence and enthusiasm which is 80 often the 
harbinger of victory, butin many respects the 
brief speech made by Judde Collins was the 
best of them all. It was an amplifloation of 
the remark of the King of Israel: * Let not 
him that girdeth on his harness boast himself 
as he that putteth it off.” Judge Collins 
warned his hearers against the sin of over- 
confidence, against the blunder of overesti- 
mating ‘the weakness and demoralization of 
their opponents, and of assuming that the 
successes of the spring will grow up and ripen 
into stccesses in the fall whether the ground 
is cultivated assiduously in the meanwhile or 
not, 

When one of Mr. Lincoln's friends was con- 
gratulating him on the assurance of success 
due to Democratic dissensions that astute ob- 
server of the manners and customs of De- 
mocracy made reply that the individual who, 
after listening by night to the desperate cater; 
waul ng, biting, and scratching of cats, came 
to the conclusion that the breed was pretty 
near extinct soon found to his surprise that 
there were more cats than ever. “The Demo- 
cratic cats are spittmg at one another about 
silver, the tariff, and other questions. It does 
not follow that only a few Democrats will go 
to the polls in November. They will want 
the offices as much as ever, and they will pull 
thomsel vos together after a fashion to get 
them.

As 
Judge Collins said there is an apportionment 
which was gerrymandered with the intention 
of making it impossible for the Republicans 
to win the General Assembly. To overcome 
that, if the Supreme Court should say it must 
stand, will be no easy task. The constitu’ 


‘tionality of that apportionment will be tested 


soon, but whatever the result may be the Re. 
publicans must get to work and stay at work 
till the first Tuesday in November engrossed 
in an effort to get every man they can to go 
to the polis and vote the Republican ticket. 
Between the steadfast Republicans and the 
equally steadfast Democrats stands that body 
of voters larger, than ever before, with no 


stable allegiance, and supporting now one 


party and now the other. That floating vote 
is being driven towards the Republicans by 
the practical application of the Democratic 
tariff policy. It is the advice of Judge Collins 
that that vote be attached firmly to the Re. 
publican party by wise policies and good 
candidates. He said: a | 

I take it that truth isa fixed quantity in this 
world. The pendulum of opinion swings from 
one side to the other, and in every sweep of that 
pendulum somewhere or anqcher it crosses the 
great center of gravity which is represented by 
truth and good government. Because the people 
of this country thought that the McKinley bill 
went in the direction they didn't want it to go 
they swept us out of power and went in the di! 

they should not have gone. The truth, 
gentiemen, lies somewhere between extremes, 
and the.great floating vote of this country 
that defeated us will never follow us 
to any Republican extreme any more than 
today it answers the Democratic ex: 
tremity. But if the Republican party has brain 
enough end has sense enough to go back to its 
2 landmarks and stand where it has stood 
for thirty years pr wavering, without 
shadow of — you will find that the great 
mass of the people who have had this unfortu- 
nate experience are somewhere near you. 

The Democrats went too far with the Mills 
bill and they were thrashed in 1888. The Re- 
publicans went too far in 1890 and they were 
beaten in that year and in 1892. The Demo- 
crats are going too far with che Wilson bill 
and will be beaten this fail. Butthe defeat 
will be less crushing if the Republicans go to 
extremes again. 

Judge Collins’ advice on the subject of can- 
didates was also timely. After stating what 
ought to be the self-evident proposition that 
the Republican party owes no man anything, 
and is under no obligation to give a man an 
office because he has been holding one, he said : 
It is not necessary that your county tickets 
should have upon them untried men, men of 
whom you know nothing, but it is 
not necessary that they should look like the 
roster of a political hospital. The work to 
be done this fall copsists not merely in bleot- 
ing a State Treasurer and Superintendent of 
Instruction. Members of the Legislature and 
county officers have to be chosen. It is of 
more consequence to have a majority of the 
County Judges and Clerks than to have the 
State Treasurer. Therefore the strongest 
men should be nominated in the legislative 
districts and in the counties. The battle 
scarred and battle-weakened old stagers 
ought to drop to the rear. This floodtide 
of Republican fortunes has not come for the 


purpose of sweeping crippled veterans into 


office. 
With hard work, with moderate policies, 


and acceptable candidates the Republicans 


can carry Illinois and a majority of the leg- 
islative districts and of the counties, If those 
prerequisites are not complied with the suc- 
cess this fall will not be as complete as was 
prophesied by some of the enthusiasts at 
Tuesday’s meeting.

THE ELECTIONS IN NEW JERSEY. 

New Jersey has been an obstinately Demo- 
cratic State. The Republicans have elected 
a Governor occasionally and sometimes have 
carried the Legislature and secured a Sena- 
tor. But the State gave Lincoln only a part 
of its Electoral vote in 1860, and since then 
it has never gone Republican in a Presiden- 
tial year except in 1872. In 1892 it gave 
Cleveland a big majority. but Inst fall at the 
legislative elections the Republicans carried 
New Jersey by about 20,000. The municipal 
elections just held show that the Republicans 
have gained and not lost since last November. 
The industrial distress due to the anticipation 
of the passage of the Wilson bill has caused 
the city wageworkers to turn from the party 
they voted for a year and a half ago. 

Newark, which has not had a Republican 
Mayor for more than ten years, elected one 
Tuesday by a plurality of 5,000. Orange, 
usually | Democratic, went Republican by 
1.500. Trenton turned out the Democrats 
and elected Republicans. In Camden the 
Republicans madea gain of 1,800. Jersey 
City, once the place where the Democrats 
perpetrated their grossest frauds, went Re- 
The Re- 
pubiicans made gains in Elizabeth and New 
Brunswi¢k and also in the great manufactur- 
ing city of Paterson. The revolt in the man- 
ufacturmg towns of New Jersey against low 
wages and scanty work was a sweeping one. 

For months the wageworkers of New Jer- 
sey have been in a state of acute distress. 
They have seen some mills closing.’ They 


ha ve seen the owners of others agreeing to 


run them only if the workmen would accept 
lower wages. Finding at last that these un- 
pleasant phenomena were due to the tariff 
policy of Democrats they have forsaken 
that party, It is not surprising that the two 
Democratic Senators, McPherson and Smith. 
are doing what they can to get for the potters, 
the glassmakers, and the flax-spinners of 
New Jersey more protection than the low tar- 
iff Wilson bill gives them. 

For this they are denounced as traitors and 
apostates and the demand is made that they 
be read out of the party. By demanding 
greater protection they are obeying the wishes 
of their people and are endeavoring to pro- 
vide wages for the wageless. That is a crime 
in the eyes of the free-traders of the Democ- 
racy, who demand their expulsion from the 
ranks of the organization as the pro-slavery 
Democracy demanded the expulsion’ of the 
anti-slavery Democrats forty years ago. A 
local.Democratic paper says: 

These rotten limbs and poisonous parasites of 
the Democratic party must be cut and brushed 
otf. The body of the party will not remain sound 
and healthy if they continue attached and cling- 
ing to its surface. Complete separation and dis- 
infection are requisite. The saving Democratic 
remnantat the East, which is not bound in 
the putrid émbrace of protectionism, the Demo- 
crats of the West and South must unite with a 
firmer stan on the Democratic platform of 1892 
and win a real Democratic victory in 1896. 


There is not much left to the Democratic 
party in New Jersey now. There will be still 
less left after the excommunication of the 
protection Democrats. The free trade De- 
mocracy of Connecticut, New York, and Del- 
aware will not be able to carry one of those 
States. Without them, as Senator Hill said, 
Democratic! Presidents cannot be elected. It 
ig a matter of indifference to the Republicans, 
however, whether the free-traders read the 
protection Democrats out of the church or 
not. ‘The Democratic party is beaten with or 
without their votes. The people of the United 
States ha ve learned what revenue reform” 
and “tariff reform“ mean in the mouths of 
Democtats, and they intend to turn the De- 
mocracy out of power in 1896 whether it 
stands on the platform of 1892 or some other 
platform. 


WEALTH OF THE UNITED STATES. 

A census bulletin gives 65,087 million dol- 
lars as the total true valuation of the real and 
personal property in the United States at the 
close of the census year ending in 1890. 
This includes 389,544½ millions for real 
estate and improvements thereon, 2,703 
millions for live stock on farms and ranges, 
farm implements and machinery, 1,291 
millions for mines and quarries, including 
product on hand, 1,158%{ millions for gold 
and silver coin and bullion, 3,058 millions 
for machinety of mills and product on hand, 
raw and manufactured, 8,685 millions for 
railroads and equipments, this including 284 
millions for street railroads, 70134 millions 
for telegraphs, telephones, shipping and 
canals, and 7,893 millions for misceliane- 
ous.”’ 

These are given as the true valuations, or 
what would be deemed a fair selling price 
for the property, and the totals average about 
two and a half times the assessed valuation of 
25.473 millions for real and personal prop- 
erty. The value given for railroads and 
equipments represents the cost of construction 
and equipment, the gold and silver is that re- 
ported by the Director of the Mint as in the 
country at the close of the fiscal year 1890. 
and the value of agricultural products on 
hand is taken from the report by the Commis- 
sioner of Agriculture for the year 1890. 

The report calls attention to the facts of a 


small difference between the true and as- 


sessed vaiwes for 1850, and the entire omis 
sion of the value of unorganized territories, 
as showing that the estimated value of 7,136 
millions for that year was much too small. lt 
hinte that probably the same is true toa 
smaller extent for 1860, and notes that the 
values for 1870 were stated in terms of the 
depreciated currency of the period. But it 
errs in stating that the average gold premium 
for 1870 was about 25 per cent above the 
par of paper, the actual premium averaging a 
little less than 15 per cent. Taking it as 15, 

the 30,068 millions of valuation for that year 
will be reduced to 2,615 millions on the gold 
basis. The first column of figures in the follow- 
ing table shows the official valuations of the five 
last census yeats, that of 1870 being reduced 
to gold. The right hand column shows what 
would be the gold valuations in millions of 
dollars for the same years, and for the middle 
of 1893, on what appears to Tun Tarsuxe to 
have been the most probable rate of increase,

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This schedule would ‘wow about 20 per 
cent for the undervaluation of 1850, and 
1,300 milions for relative loss in 1870 on 
account of che war during the decade ending 
in that year. The latter amount was little 
more than one-third of the actual public and 
private cost of the war to the Northern States 
alone up to that date, but much of the mon- 
ey was spent in this country, with the result 
ofa great stimulus to business activity and 
no inconsideraWle one to values apart from 
any reference to the buying power of the 
paper currency as measured in terms of gold, 
Se the above tentative statement may be 
claimed to approximate to the truth, and 
probably it does so as closely as the official 
estimates. We then have a gain of more than 
one-eighth, or nearly 13 per cent, in the value 
of real and personal property in the United 
States during the three years ending in June, 
1893, or just before the country was swept by 
the panic of last year. As this immense gain 
wason the gold basis of valuations the fact 
effectually combats the claim that gold has 
appreciated in value while silver has fallen, 
and so much as to depress computed values 
below what they ought to be if measured by 


a non fluctuating money standard. 


Tue Kansas City Times states facts which 
tend to show that a great deal of injustice is 
done by unequal assessments of property 
values in Kansas. Reports fr m ‘orty-nine 
counties indicate that the assessed vaiue of 
real estate varies from 14.5 to 74.2 per cent 
of the real value, the average bemg 28.8 per 
cent. The average increase of railroad prop- 
erty in the State was 20 per cent last year, 
while the Santa Fé was given an increase of 
27 per cent, the Union Pacific 15, the Mis- 
souri Pacific 16, and the Rock Island 17 per 
cent, the Santa Fé system having 38 per cent 
of -the railway mileage in the State. All 
classes of railroad property were increased 
except buildings and Pullman cars. but on the 
Santa Fé the valua ion of buildings was put 
up $78,640. The different classes of ro! ling 
stock were assessed last year at the following 
percentages of their actual values: Puilman 
cars, 33; box cars, 72; fruit cars, 140; re- 
frigerator cars, 74; stock cars, 66; coal cars, 
67; flat cars, 68; way cars, 72; and push 
cars, 83 per cent. The rolling stock is as- 
sessed per mile of line in the State as follows: 
Missouri Pacific, $1.517; Union Pacific, 
$798; Rock Island, $814; Santa Fé, $3,580 
per mile between Atchison and Colorado and 
at $4,720 per mile between Kansas City and 
Topeka. The Times says these and other in- 
equalities of valuation can be shown on al- 
most every page of the report of the State 
Board of Railway Assessors, and that it is the 
general belief this whole system of assessment 
and taxation soon will be taken up by ons of 
the big parties in the State and fought to some 
conclusion,

ENGLAND'S EYE IS ON NICAKAGUA, 


Recent Acts Due to Its Desire to Control 
the Proposed Canal. 

Wasutsotor, D. C., April 11.—In an inter- 
view Gen. Daniel McCauley, ex- Chief of the 
Appointment Division of the Treasury De- 
partment, today said on the situation 
in Nicaragua: “The trouble at Blue- 
fields is the result of a war between Nicaragua 
and Honduras, the latter being victorious. To 
prevent Honduras from occupying the Mos- 
guito Reservation Nicaragua took possession. 
The British authorities objected to this, since 
they presume to have a sort of supervision 
over the territory, as the United States claims, 
contrary to the Monroe doctrine and the sub- 
sequent Clayton-Bulwer treaty. Under these 
circumstances England wants no ore but her- 
self to interfere in Nicaraguan affairs, espe- 
cially in building the much talked of canal. 
The secret of her interference is because 
England does not want that canal built unless 
she can control it as she does the Suez 
Canal.“ ©

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OHIO PROMPTED TO ACTION BY BILL 
| 0 ABOLISH BANK TAX. 


Measures Introduced in the State Senate 
ito Repeal the Old Laws. Under Which 
State Banks Operated=Determined to 
Be Protected Against the Cheap Cur- 
rency=Cleveland Plays a Sharp Game 
with Senator Gorman=Gen. Harrison’s 
‘Reception at San Francisco, 

Cotumavs, O., April 11.—[Special, I- Wild- 
cat banking is to be prohibited in Ohio if the 
Legislature passes the bills introduced in the 
Senate this morning by Mr. Laning. The old 
laws under which the banks of issue operated 
still remain on the statute books, and should 
Congress repeal the 10 per cent tax they could 
agdin resume business. 

The three bills introduced by Mr. Laning 
repeal the act to prohibit the issuing and cir- 
culation of unauthorized bank paper 
passed Jan. 27, 1816, and the act to 
prohibit unauthorized banking, passed March 
12, 1845, and the act incorporating the State 
Bank of Ohio or other banking companies. 
The enactment of these bills into laws will 
wipe out all authority for the establishment 
of banks of issue in Ohio. 

The House spent the day discussing the 
Haskell bill extending local option to towns, 
townships, and wards, but no vote was 
reached. The indications are that it will not 
Pass. 


GEN. HARRISON GIVEN A RECEPTION. 


He Makes an Eloquent Speech Before the 
Union League in San Francisco. 

Sax Fraycisco, Cal., April 11.—The Upion 
League club gave a reception to ex-President 
Harrison tonight. All the prominent Repub- 
licans of San Francisco attended and Gen. 
Harrison was received most cordially. The 
ex-President’s speech was an eloquent one. 
He said: 

_ Principles in the politics of an administra- 
tion are everythi It was not at‘all necessary 
that I should be chosen President again, but of 
the highest importance that publican princi- 
ples in legislation and administration should be 
in succession.

KENTUCKY CROPS HURT BY THE FROST. 


Blue Grass Region Agricultural Affairs 
Are in an Uncertain State. 

Franxrort, Ky., April 11.—[Special.]— 
Commissioner McDowell’s crop report con- 
tains interesting information regarding Blue 
Grass crops. The reports from correspond- 
ents differ decidedly. Those written before 
the freeze report agricultural interests in 
flourishing condition, all farm work well ad- 
vanced, farmers ready to plant corn; wheat, 
rye, oats, and barley all looking better than in 
years, grasses fairly advanced; everything in- 
dicated winter over. Different were those 
written after the cold snap.“ They said the 
wheat crop was uncertain and late sown wheat 
considerably damaged and badiy frost-burned. 
A few warm days will tell as to the real pros- 
pects. The Commissioner is unable to make 
a per cent owing to uncertainty. The rye and 
parley crop is similar to wheat. Young 
clover has all been killed. Old clover tields 
are badly damaged. Correspondents gener- 
ally report on the oat 2rop in this strain: 

Oat crop generally killed by late freeze, many 
are resowing, Some will come again with a 
little warm sunshine. There was more than an 
average crop sown. Fruits of all kinds, except 
late apples, are reported kiiled, but grapes, 
strawberries and raspberries yet have a chance. 
Many thought that winter was over and planted 
a number of vegetabls, such as pons, onions, 
beets, early corn. all of which they have lost and 
will be compelled to plant over again. Onions 
that were planted last fall were bit down by the 
freeze and the most of the potatoes which were

Marched Ali Day in the Teeth of 4 Bliz- 


zara with the Snow from Four to Eight- 


een Inches Deep=Fed on Crackers and 
Water Many Desertions and  Dis- 
charges on Account of Drunkennes 
Kelly Leaves Ogden — Frye on the 
March=Two New Armies Organizing, 
Cuatx HNL, Pa., April 11.—[Special.}— 
Thirteen miles on a mountain road with eight- 
een inches of snow on it, and in the teeth of a 
howling blizzard, is today’s record for 
Coxey’s army. Out of 318 men 215 obeyed 
the command to march. Many causes com- 
bined to prevent the others marching, the 
principal one being yesterday's rest. Whenever 
Coxey’s army stays in a place long enough 
it invariably gets into trouble. The prevailing 
style of Pennsylvania hospitality as shown to 
the commonweal is to make as many army 
men drunk as possible. Then the police 
gather them in. John White, the bugler, got 
so drunk that he lost his bugle and his job; 
Okiahoma Sam was fined $5 for furious rid- 
ing in the town streets; John O’Brien, one of 
the chief marshals, got into an argument with 
a liveryman and is laid up for repairs; Jesse 
Coxey’s special hostler went on a royal spree 


and has not been seen since. So 
it was all the way down the 
line. About half the army was drunk 


all day yesterday, and the other half was 
willing to be. There were fights and disturb- 
ances of all kinds in Uniontown, and the fault 
appears to be more with the citizens than with 
the army. Not one man in the commonweal 


had enough money to buy two drinks of K. 


whisky, and every drop they drank was given 
them by people in Uniontown. 

Coxey expresses himself as anything but 
dissatisfied with the reduction of his force. 
He has dreaded the mountains with a big 
force of men, and today’s experience with the 
small number he has shows he bad reason to 
do 80. 

Asleep on the Mountain Top. 

The army marched until night closed down, 
when it camped where it was. By good for- 
tune it struck a big old house that has been 
deserted for over thirty years. On the erum- 
bling floors of that house the army is sleepmg 
tonight. The nearest houseis a mile and a 
half from camp, while the railroad is six 
miles away. Coxey, his son, Browne, and the 
Unknown must either occupy one small cot 
or sleep on the floor. Opposite the house is a 
little cross-road store and wires have been 
run in there and five operators, sitting along 
the counter, are sending the reports for twenty 
correspondents. | 

Snow fell all last night, and there were four 
inches on the ground when reveille was 
sounded at Uniontown this morning. It was 
snowing hard still and a furious gale was 
blowing. It had not been intended to makea 
start before midday, but a hurried council of 
war held by the leaders. changed the plans. 
Coxey probably feared that if he waited until 
noon his army would melt away. “ Weary” 
Iler, the astrologer, and Jasper John- 
son were atirring up all the trouble 
they could. Men were deserting im 
scores and every man left in camp seemed to 
have a bottle of whisky. Coxey decided to 
start at once and Browne agreed with him. 
The men were put into marchi order, but 
there followed a long delay. e officers’ 
saddle horses were scattered in different barns 
around the town. Nobody knew where they 
were but the hostlers, and all the hostlers but 
one were drunk. It took a barn-to-barn 
search to find the horses. 


Chasing the Commissary Wagons. 


As compared with the Western ranges the 
Blue Mountains are nothing great, but they 
are high enough for Coxey’s army. The road 
taken was the National Turnpike, and its 

rading made the mountain appear less steep. 
Still eight miles of that road was decidedly 
hard climbing. only thi that enabled 
the army to make the march it did was 
the fact that the commissary wagons had 
three hours’ start of the commonweal. 
army knew. it could not eat until it caught 
those wagons. Nobody grumbled at the long 
march; nobody left the ranks. “ We'd swim 
a river if we came to it.“ said one of the men. 
It is probable that not one man in ten hasany 
definite idea of what he is marching for, but 
the feeling of comradeship has sprung up 
among them, and where one goes the others 
will follow. 

It was not until the first summit had been 
reached and passed that the army caught up 
with the commissary. Then the men each re- 
ceived a double handful of soda crackers, 
nothing else. This was after five hours of 
solid climbing and eight hours after their 
breakfast. There was no grumbling. The 
men who are left grumble at nothing. Coxey 
stood the weather with the army for just two 
hours, then he drove ahead to shelter. 
Browne and the Unknown appeared to thor- 
oughly enjoy the biizzard. 

There is no name to the place in which the 
army has camped tonight. Some one has 
christened it Chalk Hill“ for tonight only. 
According to the owner of old house in 
which Coxey is stopping it has sheltered such 
people as: Henry Clay and Jenny Lind, but 
has never had so many people in it at one 
time before. Tomorrow the army will con- 
tinue its march and again camp where night 
finds it. a a 


TWO MORE INDUSTRIAL ARMIES, 


One in Seattle and the Other in Boston— 
Neither Will Walk. 

Seattitz, Wash., April 11.—The North- 
western industrial army proposes to ride all 
the way to Washington City if the people will 
furnish the cash. The officers have decided 
to give a ball and public entertainment at t 
armory April 21 to raise funds for trans- 
portation and subsistence on the way and will 
start the 24th. It is proposed ‘to secure a 
special train of ten box cars, which will be 
fitted up for sixty men each, and to offer one 
of the railroads $100 a day for the use of a 
locomotive and train crew for a ten days’ trip 
from here to Washington. This will require 
$1,000 for transportation and at least as 
much more will be needed for subsistence on 
the way and before the start is made, but the 
army is hopeful. It numbers 160 men and 
has been organized into four companies of 
thirty-six each. It has also a commissary de- 
partment which cooks and distributes the 
food. Regular drili began today.

Business-Men and Ufficials Divided on the 
Lake-Front Postoftice Pian. 

The five Congressmen who came to Chica- 
go to investigate the question of a new Post- 
office and where it is to be located concluded 
their investigation yesterday afternoon, and 
will return to Washington today. The five 
Congressmen will go to the capital unani- 
mous in the belief that Chicago needs a new 
Postoffice and must have one. On the ques- 
tion of the location of the new building they 
are divided, and may not be able to agree. 
When the inve#igation ended, Chairman 
Bankhead and two other members of the com- 
mittee, Bretz and Mercer, had been con- 
verted td the idea of a postoffice building on 
the Lake-Front and a structure for the Fed- 
eral offices on the site of the old structure, 
To this plan the other two members, Messrs. 
Sweet and Cadmus, were opposed. The mem- 
bers of the committee were not pleased with 
the action, or rather non-action, of the busi- 
ness-men of the eity, who were invited to ap- 
pear before the committee and give their 
views as to the proper location for a new 
building. Out of a arge number summoned 
only a few put in an appearance. 

Mr. Sweet said the practicability of puttin 
up the new building on the old site would 
probably have to be left to the Supervising 
Architect of the Treusury. and he would with. 
out doubt recommend a buildimg there for the 
Postoffice and all the Federal offices, and not 
a separate Postoffice on the Lake-Front. The 
commission heard a statement from L. L. 
Troy, Superintendent of the railway mail 
service, who said a separate building for the 
use of the Postoffice alone could be erected on 
one-half of the old site. While he had no ob. 
jection to the Lake-Front it would not do 
away with the necessity of carrying the mails 
in wagons between the Postoffice and the raii- 
road depots. 


Favor Sixteenth Street. 


Aldace F. Walker said the new building 
should not be built on the old site or on the 
Lake-Front, but at some point near Sixteenth 
street, where it could be reached by .all the 
railroads. Merritt S. Starr said there were 
no legal questions to prevent the location of a 
Postoffice on the Lake-Front.

LECTURES ON SYSTEMATIC THEOLOGY, 


The Rev. James Denny, the 
Scotchman, Talks of Ritschi’s Theories. 
Over 500 people assembled yesterday after- 

noon in the lecture-room of the Union Park 

Congregational Church to hear the Rev. 

James Denny of Broughty Ferry, Scotland, 


systematic theology. Other lectures of the 
course will be delivered at the same place to- 
day and tomorrow, and every day, Saturday 
and Sunday excepted, until the course is fin- 
ished. Mr. Denny is 39 years old, was grad- 
uated from the University of Glasgow with 
distinguished honor, and is said to be the most 
eminent theologian in Scotland. at the pres- 
ent day, He has declined a call to the chair 
of systematic theology in the Chicago Theo- 
logical Seminary. fie will preach Sunday 
morning at the Union Park Church. Mr. 
Denny has achieved much of his fame by his 
attacks on the system of Ritschl. This came 
out in his lecture of yesterday, which was 
merely introductory. Theology, he said, in- 
volved a general view of the world, through 
God, aud enabled one to take the world into 
his religion. This view he contrasted with 
Ritschl's distinction between religious and 
scientific knowledge. Ritschl insulated the 
doctrine of God instead of putting it in neces- 
sary connection with all knowledge. To sepa- 
rate the religious from the scientific in 
knowledge, said Mr. Denny, meant the sepa- 
ration of the religious from the true, and that 
meant the death of religion among true men.
